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Inter-City High School Game. 


With the inter-city high school game, for 
many years the biggest spoiling event of the 
football season, scratched off the calendar 
as a result of a dispute in 1923, East Liver­ 
pool and Wellsville students, as well as hun­ 
dreds of followers, await Thanksgiving Day 
with some degree of disappointment. 
Unless overtures for restoration of ath­ 
letic relations are made within the next few 
days, it is improbable that the gridiron repre­ 
sentatives of the two schools in the south­ 
ern part of Columbiana county will clash 
this year. 
The Westinghouse Tech High 
school team will visit the Ceramic City 
for a Thanksgiving battle, while Wellsville’* 
squad will go to Steubenville. 
Despite the differences which culminated 
in the cancellation of the classic last year, it 
is a foregone conclusion that an overwhelm­ 
ing vote in support of an inter-city football 
game would be cast if the decision were left 
to the supporters of athletics in the two 
cities. 
And if expressions on the part of 
students are indicative of the sentiment, it 
is a safe wager that they, too, would favor 
re-establishment of friendly relations. 
Adding to the attractiveness of a 1924 
clash is the fact that both schools have even­ 
ly matched football teams. This is attested 
by the showing they have made during the 
season in which each met a reverse at the 
hands of Leetonia High school, winner of the 
Columbiana county scholastic championship. 
Playing on her home lot, Wellsville was de­ 
feated 7 to 0, while also in her own bailiwick 
East Liverpool was on the short end of a 6 
to 0 score. What more should a press agent 
ask 7 
Although contracts already signed may 
preclude the possibility of a Thanksgiving 
Day inter-city game, why not a post-season 
battle? As a suggestion, on Saturday, No­ 
vember 29. 
How about it, boards of education, school 
authorities, coaches, football players and 
fans? 


Gold From Mercury 


A German scientist is credited with hav­ 
ing succeeded, not long ago, in realizing the 
old alchemist’s dream of making gold from 
bas ermetal. He is said to have got gold from 
mercury by means of a mercury lamp. But 
his exploit has not set the world on fire, be­ 
cause he obtained only a very minute quan­ 
tity. 
More recently a Japanese scientist of high 
repute named Prof. Hantaro Nagaoke ap­ 
pears to have met with greater success in the 
same field. He explains that he obtained 
gold from mercury by “driving out the 
hydrogen from the metal.’* He will not 
divulge the process. He does say, however, 
that although he obtained a much larger 
quantity of gold than the German did, "this 
does not mean that gold can be manufactured 
on a commercial scale.” 
There the matter will probably rest. And 
it is just as well. Imagine what would hap­ 
pen to all our gold, and the financial system 
and material values based on gold, if the 
metal could be manufactured like aluminum.

No State Income Tax 


Florida, by popular vote, ratifies a consti­ 
tutional amendment forbidding any state in­ 
come or inheritance taxes. The federal gov­ 
ernment may do as it likes, but the state it­ 
self will not levy such taxes. 
The action is due partly to the unpopular­ 
ity of the federal income tax and partly to 
the desire of Florida to attract outside capi­ 
tal. It is a perfectly legitimate decision, ac­ 
quiesced in not only by leading citizens and 
newspapers, but by the citizens generally, in 
a ten-to-one vote. 
An outside observer may wonder, though, 
how' long Florida will stick to this policy. It 
is not likely to last forever. Some time the 
Florida public may feel very much like taxing 
the incomes of the rich men settling there. 
Other states generally regard the incoma 
tax, though a nuisance in some ways, as nev* 
ertheles* one of the fairest forms of taxation 
yet discovered. There are sound arguments, 
too, in behalf of the inheritance tax, now 
used in a large number of states to supple­ 
ment the Income tax. 


M AY C O M M E R C IA L D IR IG IB L E S 
WASHINGTON, 
Nov. 
21.- That 
commercial 
aviation has been so little developed in the United 
States is a source of chacria to the military and 
naval authorities, aa well as to the department of 
commerce and other branches of the government 
service, and to the president. To the end that more 
rapid progress may be made the navy department la 
willing to entertain proposals from 
private com­ 
panies for the purchase or lease of tho two giant 
dirigibles now owned by the government. 
One la 
the famous 
ZU 3 which 
recently astonished 
tho 
world by making a successful flight from Berlin to 
Lakehurst. N. J., crossing the Atlantic ocean in half 
time required by the fastest ocean steamships. The 
other is the Bhenandoah, the navy dirigible which 
crossed the continent. 
The fact that the military branches of the gov­ 
ernm ent have such an interest in the development 
of commercial aviation la not due solely to their de­ 
sire to develop trade. It Is realised by the officers 
In charge of aeronautics in the war and navy de­ 
partm ents O ft the best backbone which a fighting 
force can have is a strong commercial air fleet. 
One Important aspect of the situation is that 
with no demand for commercial aircraft, the num­ 
ber of manufacturing plants capable of turning out 
planes and dirigibles is few. In the event of a sod­ 
den need for aircraft there would be no manufactur­ 
ing Industry which could be quickly raobllited for 
production. But if there were a steady demand for 
commercial planes, such factories would spring Into 
existence and be ready for an emergency. 
Furtherm ore, if the country were criss-crossed 
by airplane* many of tile planes and ships could, In 
time of 
need, be speedily 
converted 
for outright 
military purposes or at least for transportation of 
supplies in the course of mobilization. 
It will be remembered that during the last war, 
the m ilitary authorities were about as much inter­ 
ested in the construction.of merchant ships as of 
war ships. 
Every merchant ship was regarded as u 
source of 
strength to both army and 
navy. 
The 
same would be true and in perhaps a higher degree 
in the case of aircraft. 


PLAN NOT SE T T L E D AS YET 
The plan to lease or sell the two great dirigibles 
for trade purposes is so far only in embryo. 
The 
navy department has not definitely agreed to let 
them go, but has Raid that it would be glad to enter­ 
tain proposals. 
In all probability were the ships 
put lnt<? private hands there would be some provi­ 
sion in tho contract to the effect that In tinio of an 
emergency they should be turned back to the govern­ 
ment at It8 option.

EURO PE U S E S A IR P L A N E S 
The European lines bo far have been operated 
exclusively 
by hoavier-than air 
machines, that Is, 
airplanes. England, however, is building two mam­ 
moth dirigibles to enter the Indian and tho Austra­ 
lian trade, and Spain is building ono to trade across 
tho Atlantic with South American countries. This is 
regarded as a specially practical enterprise, as tho 
shortest distance across the Atlantic is from Mon­ 
rovia in Liberia, not far south of Spain on the Afri­ 
can coast, to Pernambuco in Brazil. 
Tho navy department has been informed that tho 
two new British dirigibles will be twice hs large as 
the great ZU 3. 
That airship has a gas capacity of 
2,400,000 cubic feet. 
The British ships will earl* 
have a capacity of 6,000,000 cubic feet. The experts 
in aeronautics, it appears, have discovered ihat tho 
larger the gas capacity up to a reasonable point, 
the lower tho cost of earn in g freight. A ship twice 
as big ss the ZR-3 will have a lifting power and 
therefore a carrying capacity of a Rood deal more 
than twice as great. 
Thia seems to forecast that 
airships will get bigger aud bigger. 
The navy department shortly will begin a series 
of flights w ith the I wo dirigibles for the purims* of 
determining costs of operation. The material gained 
from these experiments will be made available to 
commercial interests Intending to enter tho busi­ 
ness 
The data Is expected to form a basis on which 
rates for carrying passengers and goods may be 
wisely calculated. 
The cost of operating dirigibles Is great. 
I bo 
Initial coit of the shipt is high. of course. 
There 
must be maintained an expensive organization to 
keep them running 
Hangars, mooring masts and 
fuel supply 
stations are 
necessary. 
Presumably 
either the federal government or local governments 
would be willing to establish light houses for night 
travel, but even these might have to be provided by 
the operating compania*. 
More aid from congress is expec ted in the future 
than has been vouchsafed tn the past, however. The 
record-breaking trips of the two American dirigi­ 
bles the 
round-the-world flight, the 
daw n-to-du-»k 
transcontinental flight and other outstanding aero­ 
nautical achievements have centered attention on 
the science aa it never has been before. The time 
may not be far dlatart when travel by air will bv 
pot uncommon.

Gold Prom Mercury 


A German scientist is credited with hav­ 
ing succeeded, not long ago, in realizing tho 
old alchemist’s dream of making gold from 
bas ermot&l. He is said to have got gold from 
mercury by means of a mercury lamp. But 
his exploit has not set the world on fire, lie- 
cause he obtained only a very minute quan­ 
tity 
More recently a Japanese scientist of high 
repute named Ihrof. Hantaro Nagaoke ap­ 
pears to have met with greater success iii the 
same field. He explains that he obtained 
gold from mercury by "driving out the 
hydrogen from the metal.’* He will not 
divulge the process. He does say, however, 
that although he obtained a much larger 
quantity of gold than the German did, "this 
does not mean that gold can be manufactured 
on a commercial scale.” 
There the matter will probably rest. And 
it is just as well. Imagine what would hap­ 
pen to all our gold, and the financial system 
and material values based on gold, if the 
metal could be manufactured like aluminum. 


No State Income Tax 


Florida, by popular vote, ratifies a consti­ 
tutional amendment forbidding any state in­ 
come or inheritance taxes. The federal gov­ 
ernment may do as it Ukes, but the state it­ 
self will not levy such taxes. 
Tile action is due partly to the unpopular­ 
ity of the federal bicorne tax and partly to 
the desire of Florida to attract outside capi­ 
tal. It is a perfectly legitimate derision, ac­ 
quiesced in not only by leading citizens and 
newspapers, but by the citizens generally, in 
a ten-to-one vote. 
An outside observer may wonder, though, 
how long Florida will stick to this policy. It 
is not likely to last forever. Some time the 
Florida public may feel very much Uke taxing 
the Incomes of the rich men settling there. 
Other states generally regard the incoma 
tax, though a nuisance hi some ways, as nev­ 
ertheless one of the fairest forms of taxation 
yet discovered. Thera are sound arguments, 
too, in behalf of the inheritance tax, now 
used in a large number of states to supple­ 
ment the income tax.

Aviation has been so little developed In the United 
S tates Is a source of chagrin to the military And 
naval authorities, as well ae to the department af 
com m erce and other branches of the government 
service, and to the president. 
To the end that more 
rapid progress may be made the navy department is 
w illing 
to entertain 
proposals from 
private com­ 
panies for the purchase o r lease of the two giant 
dirigibles now owned by the government. 
One is 
the fam ous 
ZU 3 which 
recently astonished 
the 
world by making a successful flight from Berlin to 
Lakehurst, N. J., crossing the Atlantic ocean In half 
tim e required by tho fastest ocean steamships. The 
other is the Shenandoah, the navy dirigible w hich 
crossed the continent. 
The fact that the m ilitary branches of the gov­ 
ernment have such an interest in the development 
of commercial aviation is not due solely to their de­ 
sire to develop trade. 
It Is realized by the officers 
In charge of aeronautics In the war and navy de­ 
partments tlg t the best backbone which a fighting 
force can trave is a strong commercial air fleet. 
One Im portant uspect of the situation Is that 
w ith no demand for com m ercial aircraft, the num ­ 
ber of m anufacturing plants capable of turning out 
planes and dirigibles Is few. 
In the event of a sud­ 
den need for aircraft th ere would be no m anufactur­ 
ing Industry which could be quickly mobilized for 
production. 
But lf there were a steady dem and for 
com m ercial planes, such factories would spring Into 
existence and be ready for an em ergency. 
Furtherm ore, lf tho country vyer? crisscro ssed 
by airplanes m any of the planes and ships could, In 
tim e of 
need, be speedily 
converted 
for outright 
m ilitary purposes or at least for transportation of 
supplies In the course of mobilization. 
It will be rem em bered th a t during the last war, 
th e m ilitary authorities w ere about as much Inter­ 
ested In the const ruction, of m erchant ships as of 
w ar ships. 
Every m erchant ship w as regarded as a 
source of 
strength to both arm y and 
navy, 
The 
sam e would be tre e and In perhaps a higher degree 
In the case of aircraft. 


PLAN NOT SETTLED AS YET 
The plan to lease or sell the tw o g reat dirigibles 
for trad e purposes Is so fur only in embryo. 
T he 
navy departm ent has not definitely agreed to let 
them go, but has said th at It would be glad to en ter­ 
tain proposals. 
In all probability w ere th e ships 
p ut Into private hands there would be somo provi­ 
sion in the contract to the effect th a t In tim e of an 
em ergency they should be turned hack to the govern­ 
m ent at Its option. 
The shipping board has chartered m any mer- 
• hnnt vessels to private parties w ith a sim ilar pro­ 
vision, so there would 
be nothing 
unusual about 
such procedure and no special hardship on the pri­ 
v ate com panies undertaking to operate them . 
CapltMlxlas been discouraged bo far from goln< 
Into th e business of 
com m ercial aviation 
in this 
country because It was felt the a rt still was in an 
experim ental stage. 
F ear of loss of Ufo and prop­ 
erty, high Initial cost and rapid depreciation as well 
an high operating costs and tho lack of an adequato 
Insurance system have been deterrents. 
It w as not 
so m any years ago th a t no adequate system of m a­ 
rin e in sn ranee existed and now th a t branch of tho 
business Is as well organized as auy. 
Lack of legislation on the licensing of pilots has 
been m entioned us a fu rth er retarding cause of de­ 
velopm ent. 
In fact, a whole new Jurisprudence of 
a ir traffic probably w ill have to be built up. 
N evertheless, It Is felt th at tim e rapidly Is ap­ 
proaching when Am erican business enterprise will 
consider it Is tim e to move. 
In Europe com m ercial 
aviation 
bus developed to an astonishing 
degree. 
T here Is a network of uir lines betw een tho capitals 
of Europe. 
The London and Paris route m aintains 
frequent service on regular schedule. 
It has long been said th a t fashionable London 
women buy their 
gowns in P aris and 
fashionable 
P aris men buy tlo ir clothes and haberdashery from 
tho w o rll fam ous Boud street shops of London. Tho 
a ir traffic show s th is to be largely true. 
A surpris­ 
ing proportion of the Ixmdon P aris air traffic Is in 
gowns going from P aris to London and m en’s effects 
going In tim opposite direction. The cost of operating 
air Hues Is so high th a t only freight w hich bears a 
high value in relation to Its w eight can bo shipped 
to advantage.

by heavler-than air 
machine*, that Is, 
airplanes. 
E ngland, however, in building tw o m am ­ 
moth dirigibles to en ter the Indian aud the A ustra­ 
lian trade, ami Spain is building one to trade across 
tho A tlantic w ith South Am erican countries. T his Is 
regarded as a ape* tally practical enterprise, aa tho 
ahortest distance across tho A tlantic is from Mon­ 
rovia in Liberia, not far south of Spain on the Afri­ 
can coast, to Pernam buco in Brazil. 
The navy departm ent baa bet a Informed that tho 
tw o new British dirigibles will be tw ice as large as 
the g reat ZU 3. 
T hat airship has a gas capacity of 
2,400,000 cubic feet. 
The B ritish ships will each 
have a capacity of &,OOO,OOO cubic feet. T he experts 
in aerotiaqtics, It appears, have discovered th at the 
larg er the gaa capacity up to a reasonable point, 
th e low er the cost of carry lug freight. 
A ship tw ice 
as big I* the 7,11-3 will have a lifting pow* r and 
therefore a carrying capacity of a good deal more 
th an tw ice us great. 
Tit!* seem s to forecast th at 
airship* will get bigger aud bigger. 
T he navy departm ent shortly will begin a series 
of flight* with the tw o dirigibles for the p u r in e of 
determ ining costs of operation.

Relatives Warned of Death. 
Even before the public was given 
an Intimation 
that 
Mrs. Harding's 
condition w as disturbing her friends, 
Hr. Sawyer suggested to Mrs. Frank 
I. Longshore of Marion, Mrs. Hard- 
ing’n niece, that serious developments 
might be ezpected, end as a result of 
this warning Mr. and Mrs. Longshore 
decided to abandon their plans for a 
trip 
to 
the w est coast. 
George B. 
Christian, Mrs. Longshore and 
Mrs. 
Roscoe Merger, her daughter-in law, 
and Clifford B. Klieg, her brother, 
who 
was 
called back from Florida 
early in the illness, and Dr. George 
r. Harding, the late president’s fath­ 
er, and Miss Abigail Harding, the late 
president’s 
sister, have 
been 
with 
Sirs. Harding alm ost constantly. 
Mrs. Harding's last public appear­ 
ance in Marion, except for her alm ost 
dally visits to tho tomb of the late 
president, was on October 16, when 
she attended the concert of the Uni­ 
ted States Marino band at Garfield 
Iatrk, where the notification ceremo­ 
nies were held. 
On the occasion of 
the visit of the m usicians to Marion 
advance arrangements w ere made by 
the Kiwanls club for a funeral dirge 
at the Harding tomb. This was play­ 
ed in the carty afternoon and 
Mrs. 
llardiug also attended the afternoon 
concert. 
Visit Capital In January. 
The first news that Mrs. Harding’s 
condition wight be alarming was given 
out by Ihr. Sawyer when he announced 
on October 30 that she wa < compelled 
lo deny herself to all visitors. Rabbi 
Joseph S. Kronfeld, of Toledo, recent­ 
ly returned from Persia, where he had 
served in diplomatic service as an ap 
pointer of the late president, visited 
Marion on that day to pay his respects 
to the memory of tho late preaid eat, 
and called at the Sawyer home, but 
failed to »*>e Mrs. Harding, It was 
then learned that she had been con 
fined to he# bed for several days and 
(hat her condition even at that time 
was most discouraging to those who 
were intimately acquainted with her. 
Since the death of President Hard 
iug at San Francisco on August 2. last 
year, Mrs. Harding had never been 
regarded as quite recovered from the 
shock and the terrible strain of cross 
mg the continent on the funeral train 
with the endless grief-ridden formali­ 
ties that followed. While ahs prefer­ 
red to be In Marion with ber home 
friends and relatives, she was stir 
rounded here by sympathy and de 
pressing memories. She left Marion 
'•arty in January on the private car 
of General Manager Mct'arly of the 
Pennsylvania, who has since died, aud 
lived at the Willard botel. W ashing­ 
ton, up to the time Brigadier General 
law yer, who had long been her physi­ 
cian, was relieved of his duties aa 
physician to president t'oolidgo. Gen­ 
eral Sawyer was compelled to remove 
t o Marion to attend to his own affairs 


ing. she suffered a renewed shock 
which her condition wad scarcely ca 
pable of counteracting. 
Moreover she 
had been extremely depressed from 
time to tim e by tho reports of 
the 
deaths of 
a number of the friends 
and governnfent officials closest to 
the Hardings during their occupancy 
of the 
W hite House. 
Mrs. Hubert 
Work, w ife of the seer eta 17 of the in­ 
terior, who accompanied 
the Hard­ 
ings on tho Alaskan trip, on which 
one of the newspaper men w as killed 
in an automobile accident and from 
which tho president was brought hack 
on the funeral train, was also the vic­ 
tim of a motor accident that resulted 
In her sudden death. 
The Hines* of 
Henry C. Wallace, secretary of agri­ 
culture in the Harding cabinet, was 
most distressing to Mrs. Harding, and 
when she read In the newspapers of 
his death on October 25 she went to 
bed 
alm ost 
immediately and never 
left it alive. 
G. B. Christian At Bedside. 
George B. Christian, Jr., 
President 
Harding'* private secretary, who is 
now associated with Rodman Waim- 
maker in 
W ashington, 
Philadelphia 
-o«<l New York, rushed to Mrs. Hard 
ing’s bedside when he read the an 
nouncement of her illness on October 
30. Up to that time even the closer 
friends of the widow had not been In­ 
formed that her condition 
was 
ap 
proa^hkig the serious stage. 
Mr. Christian has spent somy time 
each day with Mrs. Harding and has 
attended to all of her requests. Her 
first remark on seeing Mr. Christian 
was: 
"I am glad you are here, George. I 
want you to take care of

mail and see that every letter is ac­ 
knowledged, and thank them for their 
kind Interest.” 
The 
first nows 
of

Illness 
brought letters and telegram s to Mrs. 
Harding from all over the country 
and the number increased dally until 
the task pf acknowledging them be­ 
came Impossible.

were given to Mr. Christian and when
